The preliminary, pp. [i-viii], a whole sheet in 4to (signature *), was 
issued for Sat., Dec. 29, 1705. With it Defoe began the practice, uniform 
through Volume VIII, of publishing the preliminary as one of the triweekly 
issues. It usually appeared on the next publication day after the final 
number of the volume and (as the title pages of III and V—VIII denote) 
sold for two pence. The regular issues sold for a penny, but they were 
only four pages in length. See, below, note on No. 127.

The Little Review consists of 23 numbers issued, like the Review, 
biweekly in half-sheets, 4to. The fifth and last supplement to Volume I, 
though dated Jan., 1705, did not appear till about May 5; see notices at 
the end of Nos. 25 and 27 of Volume II. A month later, Wed., June 6 (if 
we may trust the dating), No. 1 of The Little Review appeared. It con- 
tinued on Wednesday and Friday mornings (see note, No. 1, p. 4) to alter- 
nate with the Review till No. 23, Aug. 22, 1705.

NOTES ON TEXT 


a) No. 1, Tues., Feb. 27, 1705, follows without gap the last number of 
Volume I, which was not completed till June 28; see, below, notes on 
Nos. 46 and 49-50. The caption is distinctly shorter and clearer than in 
Volume I. 

No. 2, p. 5. To discuss English trade, Defoe says, it is necessary to 
glance at The State of the Nation—a phrase to become part of the caption 
in Volume III. . 

Page 7 has the first Scandal. Club paper in this volume. 

No. 4, Sat., March 10, and later numbers announce the fourth (or 
December) supplement to Volume I and promise that thereafter the 
supplements will be “constantly Publish’d about the 2oth of every Month.” 

No. 6, p. 24, complains that the voluntary subscribers have not yet 
performed. 

No. 8, March 22, is the first Thursday number. Thereafter the Review 
appeared triweekly (Tuesday, Thursday, Saturday) through Volume VIII. 
Sutherland (Defoe, p. 106) states that the Saturday issue was the last to 
be added. 

No. 16, p. 61. Y is misdated April 9 for April 10; H, S*, Te, and Tr-d 
are correct. ; 

No. 23, p. 89. Te and Y are misdated Tues., April 25, for Thurs., April 
26; H, S, and Tr-d are correct. 

No. 31, May 15, has a notice (p. 123) that the Scandal. Club has really 
become a society and that its transactions, crowded out for several num- 
bers, will appear in a separate publication every Wednesday and Friday. 
See, below, The Little Review. 

No. 33. Page [131] is mispaged 171. 

No. 35, p- 140, advertises the new supplements to begin June 2. Nos. 
36 and 37 have slightly altered notices. 

No. 39 (Sat., June 2) and 40 (Tues., June 5) announce for Wed., 
June 6, the separate publication of the Scandal. Club transactions. 

No. 40. Pages [159-160] are mispaged 160, 159. 

No. 41. Signature Ss reads Rr, repeated from No. 40.
